YESTERDAY evening, Serjeant Talfourd’s Tragedv of Jon was 
represented at this Theatre, and Macready was the Jon ; his per- 
formance of the part is too well known and appreciated to need 
any eulogism from our pen, and here where every look, every 
change of his expressive countenance can be observed,&the most 
delicate intonation of his voice be heard, the pleasure derived 
from his acting is doubled.

Unless she speedily amends 
this, the habit will become confirmed, and mar the effect of her 
acting, which always indicates genius. The other parts were all 
well sustained. The Farce of Nicholas Flam followed the 
Tragedy. which was succeeded by My Wife’s Mother. . 

Colosseum.— We perceive that theArabs are about to conclude 
their eareer in this country by a few morning perfotmances; 
commencing to day at the Colosseum, the spirited proprietor of 
which first introduced them to public notice. Those parties who 
have not had the gratification of seeing them at this splendid 
building, will do well to take this opportunity of witnessing the 
feats of certainly the most wonderful artists, in their way, that 
ever visited Europe. 

At the grand fete given on Suturday last by the King on the 
opening of the magnificent Museum in the Palace of Versailles, 
there was a theatrical performance inthe Theatre of the Palace, 
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that Theatre on the site of which stood the salle where Louis 
XIV.danced before his adulating courtiers in his mythological 
Ballets ; the very Theatre in which the famous féte was given 
by the gardes du corps, when the imprudent Marie Antoinette 
carried the Dauphin in herarms, and was received with an ent hu- 
siasm which was the ruin of the royal party, and consigned not 
long after the royal martyrs to the scaffold. The performance 
consisted of Le Misanthrope of Moliere by the actors of the 
Theatre Francais; two acts of Robert le Diable by the singeis 
from the grand Opera, and a piece de circonstance, to cele- 
brate the inauguration of the museum, in which the performers 
of thetwo Theatres were combined. The words had been con- 
tributed by Scribe, and the music composed by Auber. The 
‘whole, it was whispered in the ‘Palace, had been arranged acd 
directed by the care of Louis Phillipe himself.. Two scenes 
painted for the occasion, represented the rise and present state 
of Versailles, and ideas, mora], philosophical, and political were 
alljwoven in the opotheosis of the greatest dramatic geniuses 
which France has produced jn an ingenious and clever whole; 
the curtain fell upon a gorgevus allegory.
